the advantage of having their case fairly 
putin the letter over the signature of 
A’ Ohinaman” which appears in ano- 
ther column, A perusal of this contri- 
bution ‘strengthens and confirms our 
conviction that the spirit. which prompted 
the resolution of. the Chamber of .Com- 
merce to meet the Chinese half. wayo— 
though the resolution itself seems. to 
have been framed on a.somewhat .im- 
practicable basis was better caloulated to 
allay distrust and amooth difficulties than 
that shown in the forsign memorial-lately 
circulated, Tho bona fide traders with 
the interlor—not the numerous shroffs of 
this Colony, who are apparently the legi- 
timate objects of attack in the memorial 
appear to us to be the men who deserve 
most. consideration, . There can be no 
question that the. chopping system, how- 
ever absurd and unnecessary if may ap- 
ear in the eyes of foreigners, is an‘ old 
established custom of the Chinese in the 
interior; and it is equally cleax that, like 
all antiquated notions, it must take time 
to beeradicated. The natives of the main- 
land will continue to believe in chopped 
money for many years, in spite of all the 
action which may be taken against it in 
Hongkong." The great question, there- 
fore, is, Cannot. we protect. ourselves 
without doing material damage to the 
interests of the native traders? Towards 
obtaining the. most. satisfactory, answer 
to this. question, the Oommission _pro- 
posed by our correspondent ought to 
agsistance ; 
think the suggestion ia one which might 
fairly be taken. by H. E:‘the Lieutenant- 
Governor, as@ part of his campaign for 
the protection of the tradal interests of 
Hongkong. A Commission is certain to 
resulé in the. accumulation of much in- 
formation on this subject; and if we 
mistake not, there are very: few residents. 
who. have: signed: the, foreign memorial . 
who would not gladly ace further “light 
thrown, on .the question from the Obi- 


nese. traders’ point of view. Did the 
difficulty merely concern the shroffs and 
compradores of this Colony, there would 
be less necessity for further: inquiry, but 
it affects the market’ for Hongkong im- 
ports, as well as. the prejudices of many 
natives far removed: from our direct 
action or influence, :

It seoms-to me that 
there la a great deal to bo sald on both sides, 
A clean undefaced currenoy te, no doubt, a 
very desirable thing, ‘but the question is 
how that. desiratle. end is: to be. attaindd, 
having regard to the circumstances. of the 
Obinése"trade as its ox! ere and in the 
mainland. Aongkong, it must be admitted, 
bse no trade of ita own; ‘all goods are 
imported br > and then re-exported, and 
they depex ~. good deal on consumption 
inthe interi sf China.” This consumption 
can only bc >rought about through tbe 
Chinese trader who comes here and buys 
from: the foreigner, and then sells to the 
Chinese consumer: in the interior. I 
must here observe that.-bank-notes are 
not current in the mainland. Now, whon 
he solls his goods: to. the inland con- 
sumer, the native trader. is paid in 
chopped dollars and broken silver ac- 
cording to weight. Sut what does he find 
when he comes here to -buy goods? He 
finds that be must pay in bank-notes or 
clean dollars,—dollars that have not a 
single chop. Aa ho has neither of there 
currencies wherewith to ‘satisfy the mer- 
chant, he must submit to a. discount by 
paying in tho chopped coins’ which he has 
recelyed from his purchaser, or rathor to a. 
premium in bank-notes.-: This is of corso 
a decided loss to him, It maybe argued 
that he can so arrange the price of his goods 
as to give'a margia for thepremium. But 
the premium fluctuates, and how can a 
trader in the interior be constantly kept 
acquainted with the ever-changing quota- 
tions, especially in the absence of tele- 
graphy? . It may be.also urged that he can 
adjust the price of his wares by the amount 
of premium which he has to pay when he 
buys them here, .. This argument only holds 
good, however, when he himself. is the 
monopolist of the inland trade. . It must 
be recollected that there are others like 
himself on the field, and it must also 
bo borne in mind that a parcel of 
goods cannot be quitted in one day, 
and if a subsequent purchaser here buys on 
better terms, he oan naturally afford to 
undoreell the first trader, But it may be 
asked why Chineso in the interior uso on 
ped dollars, or why do they chop them at all. 
‘The answer to the first question is because 
China has no eilver coins of her own, and to 
the second is bevause counterfeit coins are 


found to bo concurrently in ciroulation with’ 


good ones, and the ‘shop which pays out a 
number of dollars ear-marks its money by 
placing a chop on every coin, do that whona 
dispute arises as to the quality of a partiou- 
lar.coin, the chop can be examined and the 
coin identified as having been isaued by 
that shop or otherwise. The chop, more- 
over, is 8 guarantee that the coin has been 
shroffed, and found to be good by the shop 
which pays the money. : : 
The above isashort outline of the diffi- 
culties under which the Chinese who trade 
with the forelgn merchants here and the 
native consumers in the interior, labour, 
anda body of them had issued a circular 
inviting the atsistance of the foreign mer- 
chants to a discussion: of the subject. An 
indifferent reception, I believe, was only 
accorded to this citoular on so important a

As a 
serious interruption to our plans; Mr. Hodge 
leaves me to go.to the help of our brethren 
at Tsi-han fe for a week or so; for they 
write 'thet~Mr. Ctossette is ill’and Mr. 
Mollvaine is nearly :prostrated by the heavy 
cares that have come upon him. Ten thou- 
sand people are said to have died in that city 
during the past few’ weeks, and vast numbers 
are reported to be fever-stricken. In brief, 
till the first crops can be gathered, the people 
will suffer as much as ever, and all must be 
done to help thom till the orisis has passed 
over. I am glad ‘to say the country 
is-looking well, and a spirit of hopefulnoss 
is largely prevailing, as abundant rains have 
fallen, and promise of future ample in-gather- 
ing is aupplied. But for the present gaunt 
famine is abroad, and with the immense 
numbers of these ‘wretched mortals it is 
simply-e daily struggle for life. After the 
munificent giving of the past few months on 
the part of residents at the porte I shrink 
from reiterating appeals for aid; but if you 
have any sources of supply at command, and 
can favour us with further remittances, our 
delight will be great in the extreme. I may 
just add that we have somewbat departed 
trom our usual practice here -by relieving 
with cash. - This was done at the Che-hsien’s 
suggestions There is so little grain in the 
market, and being of very inferior quality 
and of high price, the official said ‘‘ that 
people would survive much longer on our 
bounty’ if given in money, aa they could 
apply it in various-:economical ways for 
their purposes.” As soon as possible we will 
prepare and forward to you a full ae of 
roceedings, In the meantime it will be, as 
it has been, our utmost endeavour to make 
the funds entrusted to us go as far as possible 
in ministering to the wants of the starving 
multitudes. I ought to say that the greatest 
prominence was given to the noble “iberality 
of the-Chinese merchants of Shanghai and 
Hongkong, aud that no-speoial consideration 
has, in any instance, been swarded to

Writing from the Hsien city 
of Lao Ling, Mr Hodge says:— Mr Hi 
and I arrived here last evening. We have 
had o hard day of it to-day and have relioved 
about 1,600 distressed families. The suffer 
ing of the people in this neighbourhood has 
been terrible, No further proof is necessary 
than the cpecreae of those we relieve. A 
description I heard by'a Chinaman: to-day, 
is at once graphic and true, Their faces are 
simply bones eovered—with—skin, and aro 
shrivelled aud discoloured to such an extent 
as to present rather the appearance of mon- 
keys than human beings, I am thankful 
that we have come here, knowing os 0 
matter of absolute certainty that we have 
relieved incalculable distress and saved not 
afew: lives, At the recommendation of the 
magistrate here we have given cash instead’ 
of grain, the reason he assigned for this 
recommendation being that the people would 
survive much longer‘on our bounty if given 
in this way;.as they would buy Awsk (with 
the grain) which is much cheaper and the. 
cash would last out o longer time. We had 
sent Mr Hu (the, native Breet) on here & 
few days in advance, who called upon the 
Che-hsien explaining our, intention; and- 
that official has treated us with the most 
kind and respectful consideration, ‘and given 
us all the help he could in furtherance of 
our ' work, He moreover declared in tho 
presence of- the people his delight and 
gratitude that the foreigners in Shan; bai. 
and elaewhere should thus demonstrate their 
sympathy with his starving people.” 

“On this point Mr Hall aleo says:—'‘ Tickets 
were distributed in 30 villages, which the 
Laoling Che-hsien indicated as most sorely 
afilicted, and in them to only the worst cases. 
Hu ‘and others who helped in distributing 
the tickets were positively sickened by the 
awful evidences: of destitution which they 
met, “The official: has acted handsomely ; 
he says he has simply been unable to do 
anything for the wretched people beyond re~ 
mitting taxes and that he cannot suificiently 
express his gratitude for the interposition of 
foreigners, ‘The miseries of the people will 
continue till the first crops can bo gathered, 
and: to no emall extent for -some time after 
that. We ought to have another distribution. 
in this’ city, and we have promised the 
mandarin: that if funds ‘be secured, as we

‘bé to them? On-the heels of thia great! 
famine has come the pestilence, Already 
the fevér'is raging and will prey carry 
off more than the famine itself. In.Chi-nen 
Fu, alone, it is said, that ten. thousatid have 
died during the past month from hunger 
and pestilence. Our messenger speaks of 
numbers dying in the villages thro 
which they have. passed, and it is to be 
feared that this giant scourge will march 
forth with far more desolating force than, its 
predecessor, finding easy prey in « people 
weakened by starvation, destitute of suitable 
shelter, and having xo.command of sven. the 
simplest medicines. to check the inroads of 
disease. May God have niercy on the people 
and avert from them ‘the awful calamity 
which thus impends over thera.—Shanghat 
Courter, ‘ 


THE DECLARATION. OF PARIS, 


The recent debate in the-House of Com- 
mons on ‘Mr Peroy Wyndbam’s proposal, 
that the Government should put an ond aa 
goon as possible ta our engagement to‘abide 
by the Declaration of Paris in regard to 
the usages of maritime war, demonstrates 
very satisfactorily that under neither. a 
Liberal nor a Tory Government is there 
any substantial chance of our drawing back 
from that engagement. The truth is that 
it is a mero fallacy to say that it ie in the 
interest of peace and commerce to make, 
war as terrible, and as destructive to com- 
merce, as it may be. That might possibly 
be the “case if it were but true that when- 
ever there was war.at all, everybody was at 
war, and, further, that the sufferings of a 
great number of combatants would in any 
way tend to make the conclusion of peace 
an object of common. desire. But'neither 
of these propositions is true. In a world 
s0 complex as our’s it would be of course 
simply absurd to assume that sll nations 
could be implicated a tho quarrels 
of one or.two, You might just as well 
assume that in a populous country like 
England, all tho citizens would be seriously 
injured by every brawl and every murder. 
And just as in a well-governed country the 
aim of the police, and of all who have to 
kesp order, is to prevent disorder from 
apreading,—to keep the. mischief which 
disorder causes as isolated as may be,—so 
in Europe it should cleatly be the object of 
those who look after the working of inter: 
national rules and laws, to prevent as much 
as. possible the mischiefs of war from 
spreading. amongst those who are. not 
implicated in tho quarrel,—to keep’ the 
intercourse of the neutrals as freo and safe 
asitis possible to keep it, and to cut off, 
asfaras may be, the contagion of the ill- 
feclings which war engenders from spread- 
ing to those who are at present at peace. 
This was ‘the object of the Declaration of 
Parie,—-to protect ‘as. much as possible the 
interests of neutrals in a time of war,—to 
climinate canses of sore feeling which, 
while of no primary importance to the 
prosecution of the war, are very likely to 
widen the area of the struggle,—in a word, 
so to insulate the acts of violence 28 to 
render it much less likely than it otherwise 
would be, that neutral nations, from the 
wanton injury done: in interests whi 
they stay out of the war, should be induced 
to take an active part. And unquestionably 
this is the ‘true policy. For no wilder 
dream than the notion that, the greater the 
number of sufferers, the stronger will be 
the tendency towards peace, was, ever con- 
ceived. All experience shows that it is the 
wars in which ¢ great many different States 
are concerned which are the moat difficult 
to bring to a conclusion. If England or 
France had participated in the American 
Civil War, it is all but impossible that it 
could have closed.when it did. If Russia 
or Austria had intervened in the ‘short, 
though bloody war of 1870, the chancos 
are. that peace might not have been con- 
cluded even now, France had struck in 
between Prussia and Austria in 1866, the war. 
would certainly not have lasted only seven 
weeks, The more complicated the griev- 
ances and bitternesses, the more difficult 
they are to heal, There never was 8 worse 
blunder than the supposition that the more 
States there are fo suffer by a sanguinar’ 
quarrel, the sooner will the motives preva 
for bringing it to a conclusion, Let the 
belligerents spare the nentrals in every 
possible way, if they do not want to. be 
fighting for ever, 16 isin the interests of 
those who remain at peace that the princi 
ples regulating the natural limitations of 
war should be considered and declded-on ; 
not in the interests of those who arb eager 
to inflict the most injury they can, in the 
shortest time, on their antagonist. That 
no doubt, is the real object of war ; but, 
then, who will deny: that even when af war 
8 nation has, and ought to have, a great 
many other even more important objects 
than the object of striking a crushing blow 
at his enemy? ‘It ia usually much mote 
important even for a belligerent nation not. 
to out itself off from ita fellowship with 
other nations than even to make its atta 
gonist succumb, And ifit werenot ao, itis 
certainly muck more important for tho- 
nations which remain ery to. be 
allowed to profit to the full by that peace,

debate and division to which Mr Percy 
Wydnham’s abortivo resolution gave rise, 
proves unanswerably that, notwithstanding 
somo unfortunate opinions dropped by some 
of. tho Conservative loaders yhén in Op- 
youn. it would be quite impossible to 
etach England from the adhesion sho gave 
to these wholesome rules, tending as they 
do to ‘moderate the exasperation caused 
by war—or, at least, to guard against that 
class of exasperationsa which aro likely to 
drag otherssinto the:contest, A majority 
of 114 (170 against 66), obtnincd undera 
Government most of whose leading members 
had formerly committed themselves against 
the Declaration of Paris, puts the seal on 
those.international rules, and should defeat 
entirely the hopse of those who, like Mr 
Perey “Wyndham and Lord Esslington, 
sendgavoured to persuade us to retire from 
‘OUragreement. : Pi 
‘Nor do we doubt, as, we havo in former 
years often argued, that the immunities 
conceded by the Declaration of Paris to 
neutral goods and ships, might well be 
extended to all private property..at sea, 
without in any way crippling,seriously the 
resources of maritime war, gnd with the 
greatest possible advantage to the world. 
No doubt that carries a reasonable restric. 
tion a little further. Yet as far as we oan 
see, it does not in the least diminish the 
advantages of a great naval power in a 
maritime war, while such rule would—if 
honestly observed—prevent a very great 
and very superfluous disturbance of trade. 
As our present rules stand, the only ad- 
ditional effect of respecting all private 
property at sea would be this, that the 
commercial marine of & maritime pqwer 
‘need not be transferred at once in time of 
war to some neutral power or powers, 80 
that the carrying, which it previously did 
under ita own flag, would be now dono 
under'some other flag. Thatisthe present 
effect of our rules, and s mischievous effect 
it is, No naval power which happens to 
be at war can rely so implicitly of course 
on naval escorts for all its commercial 
marine as to make it possible that its 
carrying trade should go on undiminished, 
The real effect, therefore, of a declaration 
of war is to impose a heavy fine on the 
shipowners of the: powers thus engaged in 
maritime war, all the shipowners on both 
sides being compelled, of course, to transfor 
their ship to the shipowners of noutral 
nations at what must be in all probability, 
a very heavy loss. That is a bonus to the 
shipowners of the neutral powers, and a 
heavy fine on a particular class in the 
nations which go to war, but it has no 
tendenoy of any importance to diminish 
the naval resources of the powers at war, 
and certainly none to increase them, Of 
course if the commercial ships of the enemy 
continued to put to sea under the old flag, 
that would be a gréat opportunity to his 
antagonist for striking a ‘blow at his com- 
merce. But shipowners are not so silly as 
all that. They will transfer the ships they 
cannot use to some neutral shipowner, who 
will of courée, be likely to have an increase 
of demand for his ships exactly equal to 
the gap caused in the carrying trade by the 
withdrawal of the belligerent’s ships from 
that trade, Hence, while the effect of 
leaving it legitimate to capture the private 
ships of your enemy, is not at all to 
diminish the general resources at that 
enemy’s command, it, is to disarrange 
seriously the machinery of the carrying 
trade for no good purpose. Nevertheless, we 
must freely admit that there is.a difficulty 
about affirming the immunity from capture 
of all private property at sea,—except con- 
traband of war destined for either bel- 
ligerent—and it is simply this, that there 
ig no one to complaints fo any purpose if 
the agreement is not respected, Wa may 
of course, if we please, agree to respect 
the-pyivate property of our enemies when 
at sea, but if we don’t keep our word, who 
is to call us to account for it? Not our 
re 7 for he is already doing all in his 
power to call us to account ; and clearly not 
any neutral power which hag not been 
aggrieved, and would not wish to run the. 
risk of a quarrel for the sake of onforcing 
abstract justice. Thus, reasonable as tho 
development of the rules about maritime 
war, agreed on in 1856 at Paris, into a 
fresh role securing the immunity of oll 
private property at sea, certainly is, we 
must - admit~-at--once- that we do 
not see by whom, if it is broken, it is 
to be enforced. It must be a purely 
voluntary engagement, binding, of course, 
in honour on all who give it, but if dis- 
regarded, not disregarded at the cos; of 
making a new enemy by that disregard. 
No doubt the observance. of most interna- 
tional rules of. this kind is more or less 
spontaneous, Tho organisation of the 
police of gh ¥ does not yot. admit 
enforcing any of thom. Bat atill tho rest 
of them are morally enforced to .some 
extent: by remembering that if we disregard. 
them we shall make a host of enemies 
among the neutral powers, as well as be 
conscious of our own dishonour. But. this 
rule would ‘be one of honour alone, And 
we cannot say that wo regard this 
motive as one sufflcient to secure its due 
observance by the maritime States of 
Europe, or that ve seo much chance of any 
other and atronger motive. Still, wa 
seriously believe that if all ‘the murifime 
powers both knew their own intérests, and 
were-adequate | guardian of their own hon- 
our, they would spontaneously engage to 
respect ‘all private property at sea, ard to 
restrict their navies to the blockades of the 
coasts and ports of tha enemy, to the seal. 
ing up of navies of inferlor power in those 
porta, and to the attack end capture of the 
enemy's fleets. That in all that oan really. 
‘be done by any navy now to disable any 
enemy, unless we decline to weigh the 
snormous disadvantage of making enemies 
of nuinbers of neutrals, againat the tempo- 
rary advantage of inflicting a little more 
suffering on the enemy.—Zconomist,
